Continuing along the Coaſt, and 10 
or 120Leagues from BataviaiSFAPARA, 
a City and Kinodome with 4 go00d Port,and 
a faireRiver, TUBAN 20 or 25 Leagues 
from Fapara, likewiſe a City and King- 
dome, and Golte : 50 Leagues further is 
the City, River, and Port of Fortan, 
which is of great concourſe, for thoſe

Its Inhabitants are tor the moſt parc

They are of a good ſtature, and well 
ſhaped, are very tractable, and courteous 


perſons ; and they finde ſometimes 5 or 
600 of their Eggs as big as Hens Eges - 
Their Fleſh is dehcate and far, in taſtere- 
ſ{embling Yeal : They haveother Tortoiſes 
which are onely three or four Foot diame- 
ter; and their Shells being poliſhed, are 
figured with divers colours ; of which, 
they make Cabrnets, hetle Boxes, and other 
pretty moveables eſteemed in the Indies 


to ſtrangers, and more eſpecially to the 30 andin Europe, |.

And theſe people finding themſelves in 4 
better and mote reaſonable way of living 
then betore, eafily ſubm tted themſelves 
to the Government of theie Yxca's ; addited 


20 themſelves to the Religron they taught them, 


which was to adote the Sun, as that Star 
which above all the reſt, did moſt vifible 
good to Men, Beaſts, Graines , Fruits , 
Plants, &re, and {o foon as theſe Txra's knew 
the affection of the people, they raiſed 
Arms, aſſembled Troops, and reduced to the 
ſame Government, and the ſame Religion: 
many neighbouring people, but ſtill more 
by ſweetneſs, than force ; and in_ the end 


20 compoſed an Eftare, or Empire, which for 


its greatneſs, and. riches, and likewiſe for 


. ts Laws was one of the moſt coniidetable of 


the World. | $216 

And it we ſhould put in paralel the Pg- 
litiques of the Tnca's of Peru, or of thoſe 
of M-xico, with them of the Greeks and 
Romans, Acoſta maintains that theſe would 
have the advantage : And that the 7xca's 
had fo great a care of the good, and ;epoſe 
of their Subje&s, that there cannot be found 
in all Hiſtory any Kin7 or Emperor that 
ever bore himſelt with ſo much ſweetneſs, 
freedom, and liberaliry towards his people, 
as did the'7nca's Kings of Peru an1 Mexico, 
He faith likewiſe that they ought rather to 
be called Fathers then Kings of their Sub- 
jets, | - 

So ſoon as 4 Province entred under their 
Obedience, they made Channels every where 
to water the Lands ; and thar theſe Lands 


® might be the more commodious for Tillage, 


they cauſed to be laid Level what was un- 
equal, evening by degrees what was to ſteep, 
the Lands proper for Tillage were divided 
into Three parts, vis, For the Sw, for 
the King; and for the Inhabitants of the 
Country ; and if theſe were in ſo great num- 
ber, that the third part of the Land was not 
ſufficient for their food, ſo much taken from 
the Third of the S#n, and of the King as was 
neediul, The 
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The Lands being equally parted according 
to the ability of every Family, the/labor be- 
gan with thoſe of the orphans, Widdows, 
the old and impotent, and Sox/diers when 
they were in Wat; atter theſe, every one la- 
boured and culrivared/his own then thoſe of 
the Curacca's or Governors, Which were to 
be after the private perſons : thoſe of rhe 
King, and of the Sun, were the laſt, And 


Governors of thoſe Provinces, They called 
Priviledged, thoſe to whom the 7aca Maneo 
Capac had communicated this title, for them 
and their children; bur ordinarily the great 
Prieft was Uncle, Brother, or one of the neat- 
eſt kin to the 7xca, 

To make appear the Riches, in ſome re- 
« ine: of this Templez that which incloſed 
the civers apartments of the Su, Moon, 


this Order was ſo religiouſly obſerved, that 19 Srars, &c, were all wainſcotted with Plates 


2 Governor having cauſed the field of a 
Kinsman of h's to be rilled, 'betore that of 
2 poor W:1ddow, was hanged in the field he 
cauſed to be tilled before its degrees; fo 
careful were they of t!te oor, 

Belides this Labour for the Tillage of the 
Lands ofthe Sun,and the Tnca's, private per- 
ſons were obliged ro make Clothes, Hoſe, 
Shoos,, and Arms forthe Souldters, as allo tor 
thoſe whom Age or Sicknels made incapa- 
ble of Travail or Labour, The Woel, or 
Cotten was taken from the Flocks z and on 
the Lands belonging to the Sun, and the 
Tnca's : and each Province gaveonly what 
was eaſy, and common ; and efch private 
perſon only his labour : young Men under 
Twenty five years, Men above Fifty; Wo- 
men, and lame people were exempt trom 
theſe Tributes, 


of Geld, The Sun, placed on his Alter 
towards the Eaſt, was of one Plate of Gold, 


much thicker then the others, and the Fi- 


oure in the ſame manner as our Painters 
here deſcribe it; viz, Around viſage,environ- 
eawith Rayes, and Flames, At thetaking of 
Cuſco, this Piece, or Image of the Sux, fell ro 
Maneca ſerra de Lequiſano, 2 Caſtilian, who 
being a great Gameſter, loſt it one night 


20 at play : which made it to be ſaid, that he 


had plaid away, and loſt che Sx in a dark 
night, long before it was day, 

On the two fides of the Sux were the bo- 
dies of the Xings,0r Tnca's, deceaſed; ranged 
according to their times, and enbalmed in 
ſuch manner, that they appeared living : 
they were ſeated in Thrones of Gold, raiſed 
upon Plates of the ſame, and accommoda- 
ted indegrees 0r aſcents ; the bodies of the 


They madeno account of Gold, Silver, or 30 Queens were according to the fame order in 


precious Stones, but for their adornment, 
Beauty, and Splendor ; nor needing where- 
with to buy vidFnals or cloths , their Lands, 
and ordinary Occupation, yielding and fur- 
niſhing them with what ever was neceſſary, 
Yet if at their hours of leaſure, they could 
diſcoverany, they made a Preſent of it to 
their Curaca's; theſe, tothe Tnca, when they 
went to ſalute him at Cxſco ; or when the 


 Tncavilited his Eſtates ; and then it was em- 


ployed either for the Ornaments of the Royal 4 


houſe, or the Temples of the Sup. 

The T emple of the Sun at Cuſco was ſo 
ſtately, and enriched with ſo much Gold, S:{- 
ver, and Preciows Stones, that it is incredible, 
Inthis Temple, beſides the principal Apart-

Neer this Temple was a Garden, where the 
Herbs, . Plants, Flowers, Trees, and whete 
Beaſts of all ſorts, as alſo Birds, even to 
Butterflies and Flies, were of Gold, and Sil- 
ver ; and fo lively repreſented that they 
ſeemed Natural. And there were likewiſe 
of theſe Gardens, near the Palace of the 
7nca's, and near the Houſes of the Yirerms, 
vowed to the Sx, In all the Provinces there 
were Temples of the Sun, built afrer the 
model of thoſe of Cuſco, but not fo rich; 
here the Firgins, that vowed to the Sun, 
weretaken from the Curaca's, or the faireſt 
in the ' Province : Of theſe the 7nca, or 
might make uſe; but not of thoſe of 
, being reſerved onely for the Sun, 
and which the Tncs himſelf might not 
ſee. 

Though theſe Txca's, and their People, 
adored not, nor made any Sacrifice, but to 


'the Sun, yet, the moſt knowing among 


them, eſteemed, much beyond the Sun, the 
Pachacamac ; that is, the Author of the 
Univerſe , but whom, nor ſeeing, they con- 
rented themſelves to adore in their inward 


parts: They had likewiſe ſome ROPge 
LM 
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of the Deluge, believing that the 'Sou!s 
could not die, and that the Bodres ſhould 
revive, Their Amauta's, or Philoſophers, ad- 
dicted their principal ſtudy ro the Morals, 
c-red little tor the Aetaphyſicks, Medicine, 
or Aſtronomy ; yet obſerved the Equinoxes, 
the So!ſtices, and called the Eclipſes the an- 
ger of the Sun, and the ſicknels, or ſleepi- 
neſs of the Moon, from which they waken- 
ed her by making great note, 
Poefies were on divers honeſt Subjects ; their 
Comedies and Trazedies, on dives accidents 
of humane life, or on the Victories and Tri- 
umphs of their Taca's Or Curaca's, 

Bur we are entred roo far into this matter : 
The Tnca G, de la Vera, ſaith, that there is 
Subject to make many volums, it we would 
recount all obfervable and good in the anci- 
ent Government of Peru, touching the order
